Fromit, you can learn how to make easy, 
fashionable hangers that will get your 
plants up off the floor and furniture, as 
they add spaciousness and contemporary 
verve to your home and patio. lf you 
have made macrame’ hangers before, 
you'll welcome this collection of new 
and interesting projects. 


/f you really catch the macrame’ “bug” after enjoying this 
book, you might wish to make some hang-ups that have more 
elaborate knotting patterns. If so, ask your craft retailer for our 
book H-213 Macrame’ Hang-Ups. /t has instructions for a hanger 
that holds five pots, a seven foot hanger that has a light in it and 
many other exotic designs. 


You Should Know... 


If you've ever made a macrame’ project and run out of cord, 
or had lots of cord left over, you know how aggravating this can 
be. You will have this headache even if you buy the yards we 
specify if you don’t buy the exact cord shown for each project. 
The thickness is crucial because it affects both the finished length 
of a project and the amount of yardage necessary to complete 
the project. For this reason, an actual size photograph of the cord 
used has been provided, against which you can compare the thick- 
ness of the cord you are going to buy. When you have found cord 
of the correct thickness, simply buy the amount called for by the 
instructions. If cord made of the fabric suggested is not available, 
you can buy cord of a similar texture — just so long as its thick- 
ness matches that of the photo in the book. 

Purchasing the correct quantity and thickness of cord is 
necessary but it is still no guarantee that your knotty problems are 
over unless you check the length of your work as you knot. The 
way you tie your knots plays much the same role as cord thick- 
ness in determining the outcome of a project. Whether knots are 
loosely or tightly tied causes considerable variation in the yardage 
necessary to make a hang-up. To be sure you are tying the knots

correctly, DO NOT FAIL TO USE THE 
MEASUREMENT GAUGE shown on 
every black and white photo of a pro- 
ject. To use the gauge, note whether 
your project is the same length at 
specified checkpoints — 6”, 12’, and 
18’" — as the model in the book. (The 
length of a project is measured when it 
is hanging without a pot in it.) You 
must adjust your work as soon as pos- 
sible if you expect to have a project of 
the proper length — even if it means un- 
knotting your work and starting over! 

Should you run short of cord in 
spite of all the precautions you took, 
refer to the directions for splicing cord 
on page 23. m

3. Slip a 9” ring over the top loop and drop it 
down 6” from the last Chinese Crown knot. With each 
of the 16 cords, tie one double half hitch on the ring to 
secure it. This gives you a ring of double half hitches. 

4. Arrange the cords into four groups of four cords 
each. Repeat steps five thru eight for each group. 

5. Tie five square knots having two filler cords 
each. 

6. Skip down 10”. Tie seven square knots, then tie 
a square knot button as follows: pull the two filler cords 
up and thread them thru the first of the seven square 
knots; pull the filler cords all the way thru the space 
to complete the button. (Refer to the knot illustration 
page 23.) Cross the cords, using the knotting cords as 
fillers and the fillers as knotting cords. Tie a square knot 
having two filler cords directly underneath the button 


to hold it secure. 
7. Skip down 10”. Tie five square knots having 


two filler cords each. 

8. Skip down 5”. Tie one square knot having two 
filler cords.

Dyeing Cord 


Natural colored sisal and jute cord can be easily dyed in any 
color with regular fabric dye. It may be dyed before you start 
knotting, or after the project is completed. If dyeing before knot- 
ting, be sure to buy more cord than specified in the list of mate- 
rials, as the cord will shrink: 1% for sisal; 3% for jute. For easy 
handling, wind the cord into a skein and secure the ends. Wash 
the cord with detergent, and rinse it thoroughly. Dye the cord, 
following the instructions on the label. Rinse well with cold water 
and hang to dry. If the hanger is going to be all one color, you can 
dye it after it is completed. The coloring is not as even using this 
method, as the dye is not able to penetrate the knots. Beads are 
not ordinarily affected by the dye. Dye a hanger by following the 
same procedure as above.
